are few Authors but what will fall fometimes into this Vice. 
Tongan as we fee here, accules Herodotus, the moft Polite’ of 
all che Greek Hiftorians, tor fuffering fome Mean Words to e- y 
fcape him in his Hiftory. Titus Liviws, Salyft, and Virgil, have — 
been condemn'd for the fame thing. :
